It would. bo an 
eye-opener to many if thay could 
see themsolves asx their Chinese 
neighbours see them, but whether 
or no they ever learn the real 
native opinion about them, they - 
always have the feeling that they 
are living in the, public eye, and 
as most of them arenot accustom 
ed from childhood to this, it 
naturally produces a strain on 
the nerves whether: they realize 
it at first or not. 


RETAINING ONE'S PRESTIGE. 
Then as to the desire to main- 
tain his prestige, whether ot nom - 
person regards this matterin the. 
ordinary sense of tha term, there is 
the desire, and often the necessity. 
of “keeping one’s end up,” and 
this often involves theexpenditure 
of avast amount of nervous 
energy. Then take the respon- 
sibility placed pon the foreigners 
in the interior. Jt is not so mach 
the amount of power which is en- 
trusted to them, as the feek 
ing that often they are the final 
‘court of appeal in matters re-., 
lating to their missionary~ or 
business work that there are few 
to whom they can come for help- 
ful counsel, and worst of all the 
knowledge of what things are in 
China to-day, when there is often 

no power behind them to back up - 
their authority, that brings about - 
the nervous breakdowns that are

The man in charge of a school, 
mission station or business, well 
Knows that if any unusnal situ- 
ation arises he has to handle it 
himself and see that his in- 
Janotions are carried out, with 
little hope of outside assistance. 
The man in a responsible position 
at Home knows well enough 
that there is always the 
law and the police force fo ap- 
peal to if the necessity 
should arise, but in Ching . 
to appeal te the law, such as it is - 
or to seek assistance of the police, 
is in most cases only to make the 
matter worse. One never knows, 
too, in Chins, when these extra- 
ordinary situations may atise, 
and hence many people come to 
be always on the Inok-cut for 
them. Naturally such iadivi- 
duals tend to become “jumpy” | ° 
and then a nervous breakdown is 
only & matter of time.
